the claimed invention is related to a method for separating and recovering 
speech signal from a signal that has the combination of speech and noise component. 

more particularly according to the invention, the composite signal which are 
received from two sound sources are first separated into noise components and speech 
components having residual noise and next the speech components are further 
processed to remove the residual noise in order to produce clean speech. The claims 
are allowed because the prior arts of record alone or in combination do not teach the 
claimed process of applying detection judgment criteria on the noise separated 
component based on a predetermined threshold value to detect a speech segment and 
a noise segment and extracting components falling in the speech segment to generate 
a recovered spectrum group of the target speech signal as recited in the claims.
